Detonation of a 200,000-pound 
charge of TNT, the most massive 
in a series of shock and blast re¬ 
search explosions carried out dur¬ 
ing the past three year at Suffield 
Experimental Station (SES), is sche¬ 
duled for August 1st at this De¬ 
fence Research Board establish¬ 
ment near Medicine Hat, Alberta. 
It is believed the experiment will 
represent the largest unconfined, 
symmetrical detonation of a high 
explosive charge ever conducted 
and the explosion will resemble a 
small nuclear charge in its blast 
effects. No radioactivity will be 
produced however. 

The experiment is a continuation 
of the Board's non-atomic shock 
r-nd blast research program ini¬ 
tiated in 1957. The scientists are 
collecting fundamental scientific 
data on the behaviour of shock 
and blast waves and other effets. 

Data obtained from the series 
cf trials will confirm or modify 
theoretical extrapolations of the be- 
hkaviour of shock waves from 
small charges. The information 
will be useful both to the Armed 
Services and the Emergency Meas¬ 
ures Organization. The trials will 
also produce fundamental data of 
substantial value to research scien¬ 
tists working in civilian fields sep¬ 
arate from military applications. 

In addition to the massive Can¬ 
adian effort, teams from the Uni¬ 
ted Kingdom and the United States 
will participate in the trial by set¬ 
ting out large numbers of military- 
type targets, such as aircraft, field i 
fortifications, ships' superstructures 
and vehicles. The effects of the j 
blast on these targets will be 
monitored and members of the 
visiting teams- will also record 
scale fundamental measurements to 
supplement the Canadian effort. 

The SES operations are directed 
by A. M. Pennie, the Chief Super¬ 
intendent of the Alberta research 
laboratory. Gordon J. Laing is co 


In response to a request from 
President Nkrumha to the Prime 
Minister, the Rt. Hon. John G. 
Diefenbaker, the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment will provide up to thirty Can¬ 
adian officers to assist in the 
training of the Officer Corps and 
technicians of the Ghanaian Armed 
Forces. 

The Canadian "training team" 
will consist of officers selected 
from the Canadian Regular and 
Militia Forces and those selected 
will be attached to the Ghtnaian 
Military Academy, the Armed For¬ 
ces Training Centre, the Medical 
Services and the Air Force for 
the purpose of training assistance. 

While the Canadian Government 
will be responsible for the Cana¬ 
dians' pay and allowances, the 
Government of Ghana will be res¬ 
ponsible for the costs of moving 
the officers and their families to 


ordinating U.K. participation and 
Charles Kingery, that of the U.S. 

The charge will be a 20-foot 
diameter hemisphere built of ap¬ 
proximately 6,200 cast blocks of 
TNT which have been produced 
by the SES Munitions Section. De¬ 
tonation will be initiated by means 
of two centrally located electric 
detonators functioned by a control 
console. The latter will also control 
a complex sequence of switching 
operations automatically during the 
last minute before Zero and the 
first few seconds afterwards. 

The visual and blast effects of 
the detonation will be virtually in¬ 
distinguishable from that of a small 
nuclear charge. The scientists em¬ 
phasize that the explosion will not 
create radio-activity. They add that 
the thermal flash will be substan¬ 
tially less than that resulting from 
a small nuclear detonation. 

Precautions, which have become 
standard at SES to ensure the 
safety of personnel and to pre¬ 
clude the possibility of damage to 
neighbouring installations, will be 
taken, nl particular, the final deci¬ 
sion on the time of firing will be 
dependent upon meteorogical con¬ 
ditions and the explosion will take 
place only when these conditions 
are appropriate in every respect. 

Although some results of the trial 
will be available almost immedi¬ 
ately. it will probably be a year 
before all the analyses are com¬ 
plete. Some aspects of the expe 
riment which will relate to military 
targets will be classified and it 
will not be possible to release 
them. 

The Honourable Douglas S. Hark- 
ness. Minister of National Defence, 
Dr. A. H. Zimmerman, Chairman 
of the Defence Research Board 
and the Chiefs of Staff of the 
Armed Forces plan to witness the 
experiment from an observation 
post 8,000 feet south of Ground 
Zero. 


and from Ghana and for such ad¬ 
ditional allowances, quarters and 
services as may be determined 
following consultations between the 
two Governments. 

As part of this arrangement of 
military training assistance, the 
Government of Ghana has agreed 
that the Canadian personnel will 
not undertake any activity con¬ 
trary to the Oath of Allegiance 
to Her Majesty and will not be 
involved directly in aid to the 
Civil Power or in any military 
operations outside Ghana. 

A senior officer from the Dep¬ 
artment of National Defence fam¬ 
iliar with the necessary regula¬ 
tions will be assigned to the Can¬ 
adian High Commissioner's Office 
in Accra to assist in working out 
the terms of service and employ¬ 
ment for the Canadian personnel 
involved.

underwear. This is not usually 
done in peacetime during summer 
concentrations, so the next best 
thing, say brigade headguarters 
staff officers, is washers in the 
field. 

One battalion commander claims 
bis unit outshines the rest. They 
not only have automatic washers, 
but brought along their dryers to 
boot. The equipment is normally 
used in barracks. 

Said one Second World War 
major who is second-in-command 
of a battalion, "cleanliness is next 
to Godliness, and if nothing else, 
the 1st brigade is clean."

YPRES 

April 1915 

By Lt. H. K. MacDonald 

PRO HQ Central Ontario Area 

As dawn broke on the morning 
of April 22nd, 1918, Canadian sol¬ 
diers manning trenches and de¬ 
fence posts in the front line near 
Ypres joked among themselves. 
This sector of the Ypres Salient, 
which they had just taken over, 
hadn't lived up to its awesome 
repuation. The area had been 
quiet and had apparently been 
relatively peaceful for months ex- 
ceut for trench raids. True, there 
had been the usual shelling of 
the town of Ypres and its ap¬ 
proaches, but this was normal. 
They had become accustomed to 
the shelling. 

They did not know that in the 
next three days they were to win 
great glory, displaying a skill, dis¬ 
cipline and endurance in their first 
major action to establish the re¬ 
putation of the Canadian soldier 
as a formidable fighting man. a 
reputation his modern-day counter- 
port enjoys to this day. 

Only a n^onth before, after a 
short period in reserve, the Can¬ 
adians had been given their first 
assignment after arriving in France, 
taking over responsibility for 6400 
yards of front line on the left flank 
of General Sir Douglas Haig's 1st 
British Army in the Fleurbaix sec¬ 
tor. Then, early in April, they were 
assigned a more dangerous task, 
that of holding the sector they 
were now occupying in the in¬ 
famous Ypres Salient. 

They were still relatively un¬ 
tried in battle. 

Major-General E. A. H. Alder- 
son,, a well-known British Regular 
Army Officer, commanding the 1st 
Canadian Division, issued his or¬ 
ders: ''The front trenches must be 
held at all costs. If a trench is 
lost to the enemy, a counter-attack 
must be mounted immediately to 
recapture it. Under no circum¬ 
stances will ground be given up 
to the enemy." 

His men were to obey that or¬ 
der to their last breath. 

WARNINGS RECEIVED 

Some warnings that the enemy 
mightemploy poison gas against 
the Salient had reached Allied In¬ 
telligence, but the danger was gen¬ 
erally discounted. 

THE GERMAN PLAN 

A determined bid by the Ger¬ 


mans to break through to the 
Channel Ports in October and Nov¬ 
ember of 1914 had failed, although 
the crack Prussian Guards had 
been thrown into battle. Now in 
the spring of 1915, the enemy 
planned a new offensive. 

Elaborate precautions were taken 
to ensure secrecy. By the morning 
of 22nd April all was ready. Mas¬ 
ses of troops, huge concentrations 
''f heavy calibres of artillery and 
poison gas were to be used in a 
surprise effort to achieve a break¬ 
through. 

The point selected for the attack 
was the juncture between the Bri¬ 
tish and French Armies. African 
and French Colonial troops on the 
right of the French Army were 
alongside the untried Canadians of 
the 1st Division, holding the ex¬ 
treme left of the British Army's 
front. 

On the 22nd of April, the Allied 
front-line trenches, roads and road 
junctions were subjected to a six 
hour bombardment wVich began 
around 10:00 o'clock in the morn¬ 
ing. Monster 16*/^-inch guns en¬ 
gaged targets in the allied rear, 
demoloshing gun positions, villages 
and the town of Ypres itself. 

POISON GAS 

Then, at 5:00 o'clock in the 
afternoon, the Germans opened the 
valves of chlorine gas cylinders 
buried in the parapets of their 
front line trenches. A greenish- 
yellow cloud drifted with the wind 
toward the trenches occupide by 
the French Colonial troops. In 
a few minutes they were gasping 
for breath and in terrible agony, 
for they wore no gas masks. 

Soon they broke and ran with 
cries of "Pauvre France! Pauvre 
France!" Their flight left a four 
mile gap in the line and uncov¬ 
ered the left flahk of the Can¬ 
adians. 

Canadian soldiers in the front 
line trenches said: "Some of the 
gas reached our trenches. We 
could do nothing but put our faces 
into the earth and breathe the 
little bit of air that filtered through.. 
We expected that the Germans j 
would break through quickly, but I 
they didn't appear for some time. 
They were afraid of the gas too. 
We were very sick from the effects 
of the gas all that day and night." 

The CANADIANS HELD 

Despite their casualties, the Can¬ 
adians remembered their orders, 
holding firm to their trench line. 
By nightfall the enemy had ef¬ 
fected a penetration several miles 
deep and were threatening the 
Canadian rear area. Ten British 
and Canadian infantry battalions 
were rushed into the sector to 
form a line protecting the left and 
rear of the Canadian division. The 
1st Canadian Brigade, which had J 


been in reserve, took up new posi¬ 
tions to protect the road junction 
and village of St. Julien. Part of 
the 2nd Canadian Brigade moved 
up to support the thin forward 
line of the 13th, 15th and 8th 
Canadian Infantry Battalions who 
had withstood the effects of the 
poison gas and the artillery bom¬ 
bardment. Only two battalions 
were left in reserve. 

On the 23rd of April the Ger¬ 
mans attempted to dislodge the 
Canadian defenders from the posi¬ 
tions they held so tenaciously but 
desperate local counter - attacks 
drove them off. 

THE APEX 

The enemy now redoubled their 
efforts to dislodge the stubborn 
Canadian defenders who were 
holding the apex of the triangle 
formed by the original front line 
and the new line of defence ex¬ 
tending from the left forward Can¬ 
adian positions two miles to the 
rear. 

Qn the morning of April 24th, 
another enemy gas attack was 
launched, directed against the 
13th, 15th and 8th Canadian In¬ 
fantry Battalions, who were still 
occupying their positions. Moving 
behind the clouds of poison gas 
and supported by artillery con¬ 
centrations on the Canadian first 
and second line trenches, the ene¬ 
my infantrymen advance. Hund¬ 
reds of our men were overcome 
by the gas and hundreds more, 
wounded. The Canadian line held, 
although a small wedge was 
driven into it from which the ene- 
my t were later dislodged. 

THE COST 

Many gallant mentpaid dearly 
for that defence. Official records

show that the 15th Battalion of the 
3rd Brigade suffered 428 casualties 
on tht 23rd of April, while the 
7th Battalion of the 2nd Brigade 
had only two less on the 24th. 
All of the front line units suffered 
a higher proportion of fatal casu¬ 
alties in relation to wounded than 
in any other action of the war. 
The 15th Battalion could scarcely 
muster 100 effective fighting men 
for roll call after the battle, and 
many of these were bandsmen, 
cooks and other specialists who 
had been thrown into the fight. 

The 1st Canadian Division suf¬ 
fered 5,506 casualties in four days 
of the battle before they were re¬ 
tired to supporting positions on 
the 26th of April. They were fin¬ 
ally relieved on May 4th. The 
weight of the German attack and 
the surprise use of gas, for which 
the Allies were unprepared and 
unequipped, had presented a med¬ 
ical problem of staggering propor¬ 
tions. 

THE HEROISM 

Four Canadians were awarded 
the Victoria Cross during that four 
day period: 

The first Cross was won by 
L/Cpl. Fred Fisher of the 13th 
Canadian Infantry, who won it 
posthumously on the 23rd of April 
while protecting the withdrawal of 
a Canadian field battery near St. 


Julien. Later in the day, as he 
brought his machine gun into 
action the second time, to cover 
the advance of supporting troops, 
Fisher was killed. 

Capt. Francis Alexander Scrim- 
ger, of the Canadian Army Med¬ 
ical Corps was regimental Med¬ 
ical Officer of the 14th Canadian 
Infantry Battalion (Royal Montreal 
Regiment). During the heavy 
fighting betwten 22nd and 25th 
April, Capt. Scrimger tended the 
wounded on the battlefield and 
later dressed the wounds of an 
estimated 1,000 Allied casualties. 
He refused to sleep or rest for 
three days, until the wounded had 
been attended to, then collapsed. 
Capt. Scrimger died in Montreal 
in 1937. 

On April 24th, Company Ser¬ 
geant-Major Frederick Hall of the 
8th Canadian Infantry Battalion, 
hearing a wobnded man call for 
help from 15 yards in front of the I 
line trenches, organized two at¬ 
tempts to evacuqte the wounded i 
man. The first attempt, carried out 
by two men, failfed although they 
were protected by ' covering fire 
from the Canadian trench. Both 
men were wounded. Accurate 
enemy fire waSs o heavy that any 
attempt to reach the wounded man 
seemed suicidal, nevertheless, CSM 
Hall made another attempt and 
was in the act of raising the 
wounded man when he was struck 
in the head and died instantly. 

On Apnr'24fK, Lieutenant Don 


aid Edward Bellew, 7th Canadian 
Infantry Battalion, the battalion 
machine gun officer, held up the 
enemy attack on Gravenstafel 
Ridge, with the last machine gun, 
until out of ammunition, he was 
finally overcome and taken pri¬ 
soner. Lieut. Bellow was a pri¬ 
soner of war until 1917 when he 
was exchanged and interned in 
Switzerland. He was unaware that 
he had been recommended for the 
Victoria Cross. The announcement 
of the award appeared in a Van¬ 
couver newspaper after his return 
in 1919. Details of his bravery 
were incomplete until other pri-. 
soners of war confirmed the ac¬ 
counts. Lieut. Bellew died in Bri¬ 
tish Columbia in February of this 
year at the age of 78. 

Lieut. Bellew was the last sur¬ 
vivor of that gallant band of VC 
winners at Ypres. The veterans 
of that battle are dwindling fast. 
It is with great pride that v/e re¬ 
member their exploits of 46 years 
ago. 

The British Commander in Chief, 
Field Marshal Sir John French, 
wrote in his dispatch: 

"In spite of the danger to which 
they were exposed, the Canadians 
held their ground with a magni¬ 
ficent display of tenacity and cour¬ 
age; and it is not too much to 
say that the bearing and conduct 
of these splendid troops averted 
a distaster which might have been 
attended with the most serious 
consequences."
